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TWO BANKERS ON 
COMMISSION CAST 
DISSENTING VOTE 


Minor Changes ar are Suggested in General 
Banking Practice— No Direct Power 
planned to Render Credits More Access- 


ible to Agriculture.

OTTAWA, Noy. 13.--With the two Canadian banker- 
members dissenting, the majority of the Royal Commission 
of five appointed to investigate Canada’s banking and cur- 
rency system, recommends “that a Central Bank for Canada 
be forthwith established.” 

Since all parties in the House of Commons are appar- 
ently committed to the setting up of such an institution, it is 
likely this will be one of Parliament’s first actions when it 
assembles in January. 

Nothing in the report would indicate that the central 
bank would have any direct power to render credits more 
accessible to agriculture but a special chapter deals with this 
problem. 

The commission suggests a Dominion-Provincial inves- 
tigation to devise some organization for the extension of 
intermediate and short term agricultural credit. 


Little Fault Found 
In Lxisting System. 


Several recommendations for minor changes in general 
banking practice are made but in the main the commission 
found little fault with the existing system, except in the lack 
of a central bank. : 

The proposal is the establishment of a central bank 
structure of which the governor, deputy governor and direc- 
tors would, in the first instance, be appointed by the govern- 
or-in-council, and thereafter by the shareholders with the 
approval of the governor-in-council. 

It would have a capital of $5,000,000 open to subscrip- 
tion by all British subjects resident in Canada, and all excess 
profits would revert to the government. 


Time Inopportune 


Jor Such Venture 

The chairman, Lord Macmillan, Sir Charles Addis, and 
Hon. J. E. Brownlee, were the majority favoring the setting 
up of a central bank. Sir Thomas White and Beaudry Leman 
submitted individual statements setting forth their objections 
particularly on the ground that even if such an institution 
may eventually prove essential in Canada, the present trou- 
bled state of finance and business would be an inopportune 
time for such a venture. 

Mr. Brownlee, while agreeing to the main recommen- 
dation, filed a dissenting statement with respect to the struc- 
ture of the bank. He would have the entire capital subscribed 
by the Government and the appointment of officers remain 
perpetually with the Federal administration, rather than the 
proposed system of private ownership. 


Penalties Provided 


For Contravention 

Four of the commissioners were agreed on abolition of 
the statute fixing the maximum interest rate charged by 
banks at seven per cent. 

Mr. Brownlee dissented but all agreed that if the regu- 
lation were to be retained, that section of the Bank Act 
should be made clear and a penalty imposed for any con- 
travention. 

Other recommendations submitted for consideration of 
-arliament in revising the Bank Act, and for private initia- 
tive of the banks themselves, may be summarized as follows: 

In the interests of farmers who generally require credit 
running from 6 to 12 months, “the banks would be well ad- 
vised in the case of satisfactory customers, to endeavor to 
meet their wishes and convenience in this matter.” 

Abolition of the charge on operating accounts and col- 
lecting cheques. 


Ranks Allowed for 


Investinent Business 


That the banks be permitted to continue in the invest- 
ment business, but restrict their ventures to the highest class 
securities available 

That shareholders of the Canadian banks should consider 
the advisability of providing “a generous proportion” oi 
directors from the Eastern and Western Sections of the 
Dominion, in view of alleged subordination of the interests of 
those sections to those of the Central area. 

That it would be unwise to restrict membership on bank 
directorates to those who are not directors of other corpora- 
tions. That banks concerned should amend their bylaws so 
as to prevent directors voting or attending at meetings where 
credits to themselves or their firms are being considered. 

The report concludes with the observation that the 
world will never return to conditions the same as those pre- 
vailing before the depression. 


Sces World Changed 
In Many Respects 


This belief was the guiding influence of the commission 
in reaching its conclusions as to whether the existing banking 
machinery was adequate not only to meet present conditions 
but to cope with conditions likely to prevail with the return 
of normality. 

“When prosperity returns,” the report observes, “it will 
return to a world changed in many important respects. We 
have to see whether in the partic ular sphere of our inquiry

OTTAWA, Nov. 13.--The following is the text of the 
official summary of the :eport of the Royal Commission on 
Banking und Currency: 

The immediate establishment of a Central Bank in Can- 
ada is recommended by u majority of the Royal Commission 
m Banking and Currency. This is the main conclusion of 
4 hundred-page report. It is concurred in by chairman (Lord 
Macmillan), Sir Charles Addis and Hon. J. E. Brownlee; 
while Sir Thomas Whiie and Mr. Beaudry Leman dissent 
from this major recommendation. 

The second recommendation, which is unanimous, is for 
the establishment of some new organization for the extension 
of intermeciate and short term agricultural credit, the spec- 
ifiec form cf this organization to be the subject of further 
investigaticn. 


Sugaestions Made 
To Medify Methods 


A majority of the commissioners advise the abolition of 
the statutory maximum interest rate of seven per cent. The 
report als») makes a number of suggestions as to ways in 
which the hanks might iodify their practices in their own 
and their customers’ interests. It advises the banks to meet, 
where poszible, the demand for six to 12 months’ agricul- 
tural credit, to consider the abolition of collection charges 
and the introduction of gcneral par privileges on cheques, to 
deal only in the highest grade of investments, and to make 
their boards of directors made representative of the various 
economic interests and areas of the country. 

In several places in the report high praise is accorded to 
the Canadian banking system. “It has been manifest,” it is 
stated, “that in so far as the ordinary functions of banking 
are concerned, the Canadian banks give admirable evidence 
cys security, efficiency and convenience.
